INTRODUCTION. 



In accordance with the vote of the City Council this volume has 
been prepared, mainly from portions of other publications. 

The firat List of Mcmbcre of the City Council (pp. 1-116) is 
printed from the plates of tlic biographies of Deceased Members, 
now in coui-ho of preparation by a voU», of the City Council of 
1889, and gives the members in the chronological order of their 
entry into either branch of the City Council. B}^ this plan the 
entire public service of each member is shown under his name. It 
is intended also to give the full name of every member, a system 
which prevailed in tlie Municipal Register until 1844, and there- 
after was confined to tlie Aklermen. At the present date, as 
sliown by this issue, many omissions of the middle names of Coun- 
cUmeu exist, corrections of which will l)e gladly received. at this 
ofllce. 

The second portion consists of those tables showing the members 
of* both branches in each year from 1822 to 1890, inclusive, printed 
from the plates heretofore used in the Municipal Register, but 
omitted in the Register for 1891. Tliesc lists include those for 
Roxbury and Charlestowu, and have been carefully revised. The 
Indexes for the two hist-named cities have, for tiie first time, been 
** starred " for the deceased members. 

In the Preface (pp. ix-xxvi) will be found tlie ward-lK)undaries 
08 established in 1822, 1838, 1850, 18G5, and 1875. These ordi- 
nances are indispensable to an understanding of the Lists, as mem- 
bers nppear to iiave represented difTerent wards at various times, 
wlien there liad been no real change in the territory. 

On pages 237-246 will be found the Selectmen of Boston from 
1634-1821, arranged in a form which shows the construction of 
the annual boards, and the years of service of the members. It 
will be seen that sweeping clianges therein occurred at times, and

the student will trace therein the effect of political and social dis- 
turbances. 

The heads of the principal departments of the City Government 
are recorded annually in the Municipal Roister. On pp. 248-270 
an attempt has been made to bring these lists into a complete, 
continuous register. As this is the first attempt, it is liiglily 
probable tluit omissions and i>ossibly errors will be found, which 
will be corrected in future issues. It sliould be stated, however, 
that in regard to the larger lioarils, no attempt has been made to 
note all the details of ap()ointments, resignations, or holding-over. 
The periods of olfloe vary in the different boards, and nmst be 
considcrc<l in each ctise, i\b the calendar year only is notinl. The 
ex-qfflcio members are not noted, as in most cases, if not all, the 
members chosen from the citizens at large have held the control 
of the boards. 

In conclusion, while asking for the indulgence usually given to 
the issue of any statistical work for errors in copying, verifying, 
or revising, I earnestly request that all errors or omissions noted 
by any reader may be promptly communicated to this oflice.

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PREFACE. 



As the Common Council has always consisted of members 
elected from the sevenil wards, it will be of service to have a 
statement of the boundaries of the wards as they have been from 
time to time established. These lines were established in 1822, 
1838, 1850, 1865, and 1875. 

Tlie first division, in 1822, was made by the Selectmen of Bos- 
ton, under tlie power given in the act establishing the city. It was 
b:i8cd on the numl)er of inhabitants as shown by the lost preced- 
ing census taken by the United 8tatc*s, and the City Council was 
cni|M>wered to alter the lines not oftcner tlian once in ten years. 

The second division was not made, however, until 18.S8, when an 
ordinance was passed, September 20. Our text is tsiken from 
the Municipal Register for 1846, which seems to be the earliest 
volume containing it. 

The thini division was made by ordinance passed June 24, 
1850. This was made necessary by the acceptance, April 2i), 
1850, of Chap. 167 of Acts of 1850, which provided that divisions 
of wards in Hostoii should be btised on legal voters instead of 
inhabitants. 

By Chap. 7 of Acts of 1865, it was provided that every city 
might make a new division of wards in 1865 and every tenth year 
thereafter, on the basis of voters as shown in the State census of 
such year. Accordingly a fourth division was made by ordinance 
of November 10, 1865. 

The fifth division was made by ordinance of November 16, 
1875. An attempt was made ten years later to revise the lines 
under tlie law of 1865, but the Supivme (yourt, in reply to qurstions 
put by the fjcgishiture, decided that there had l)eon a misL'ike in 
file couHtruction of the law, and this division of 1885 wtis set 
aside. 'I'he present wards are therefore those established in 1875, 
and will remain until i8U5. 

•FIRST DIVISION OF WARDS IN 1822. 

The following extract from the records of the Selectmen of 
Boston, under date of March 13, 1822, gives the first ward-lines of 
the new city.

Tbe divlalon recited 
heroin waa accordingly made by the City Oouncll, May 27,1878. W. II. W. 
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The ''Rales and Orders of the Common Coancir' were first 
published in 1822, and were continued annually till 1841, when 
the title was changed to '' Municipal Register." The list of mem- 
bers of tlie City Council for each year were given ; and in 1843, 
for the first time, a consolidated list was inserted giving all the 
nienilicrs from 1822. This list, with the necessary changes, was 
printed in 1845, 1846, 1848, and 1849, the members from each 
ward being grouped together. In 1850, for tiie first time, the 
City Council for each year was printed collectively, in the style 
which has since been followed.* 

In 1843 a most inexplicable confusion was made in respect to 
wards 8 and 9. The list puts all of the members from ward 8 
who served prior to 1839 (when there was a new division into 
wards) under ward 9, and those from ward 9 under the head of

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ward 8, and this error for the years 1822-1838, was oontinned in 
the Municipal Register through the issue for 1890. It has been 
corrected in the tables which are hereinafter given. I cannot ex- 
plain this idea, because although wards 8 and 9 did in 1843, in a 
nicsisure exchange nunil>ers, yet the Iniundaritis of l\\v. new waixls 
varied quite essentially from those formerly existing. At all 
events the lists now printed give the members in each year ac- 
cording to the wanls in and for which they were elected. 

These lists were carefully revised in 1890 by C. W. Ernst, 
Esq., and again by Frederick E. Goodrich, Esq., and quite a 
number of errors were connected. The principal ones are, in 1827, 
ward 4, Quincy Tufts is substituted for William R. P. Washburn ; 
in 1835, Joseph II. Hayward is added as an alderman; in 1837, 
ward 6, George W. Bazin is struck out and Jonathan Chapman 
inserted ; in 1839, Tliomas Richardson is removed from the alder- 
men and Samuel Quincy inserted, and in ward 7 Elbridge G. 
Austin is added; in 1843, the contested seats in ward 1 are 
shown; in 1844, ward 3, John Snelling is dropped and James 
Boynton substituted; and in 1863, ward 8, Nicholas J. Bean is 
added. 



The lists of the City Councils of lloxbury and CliarleKto\Yn 
were first :i<ldiid to the llostou Municipal UcgiHttn* in 1KH8. 'I'lie 
City of ICuxhury publisheil its Register annually, the lirat iM'iug 
for 1846-7, then 47-48, 48-49, 49-50, the Council being oi*gan- 
ized on the first Monday in April. Feb. 12, 1850, an act was 
passed changing the date to the first Monday in January, and the 
members for 1850 only held office for nine months. A new Register 
was printed for 1850, and thereafter in every year including 1867, 
when Roxbury was annexed to Boston. The Registera for 1855 
and 1858 contain a view of the birthplace of Warren ; that for 
1859 has a portmit of Warren ; that of 18G0 a |K>rtrait of Gen. 
Henry A. S. Dearborn, the second Mayor; and that of 18G1, a 
portrait of Hon. Samuel Walker. 



The City of Charlestown seems to have issued comparatively 
few editions of its Register. I have seen or have been informed 
of ''The Rules and Onlera of the City Council," etc., for 1817, 
pp.84; the ''Municipal Register" for 1848, pp. 113; and the 
Municipal Register for 1849, pp. 18 (apparently only a supple- 
ment). In 1850 (pp. 108); 1851 (pp. 28); 1852 (pp. 120); 
1853 (pp. 28) ; 1854 (pp. 16) ; 1856 (pp. 141) ; 1858 (pp. 16) ; 
1859 (pp. 18) ; 1863 (pp. 42) ; 1864 (pp. 161) ; and 1870 (pp. 
192) ; the Register was issued. Those for 1850, 1852, 1856, 1868 
and 1870, contain Rules, Ordinances, Special 'Laws, et^*.., etc. ; 
those for 1853, 1854, 1858, 1859 and 1863 wero probably only 
supplements. I am informed that no other editions were pub- 
lished. The City Documents were issued annually in bound 
volumes, the latest being dated In 1872.

It oousisteil of 
one aldennan and one crnnmon coinicilman, and five citizens at 
large, till 1807, when a revise«l onlinanee made it to (?onsit(tof one 
alderman, two common couucilmen, and six citizens at large, two 
of whom retired, unless reelectetl, each year, while the members 
from tlie City Council were elected yearly.
